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Low T ira n m F r u i t T r e e s .— By hav- 


inc low headed fruit Dees, the sun which 


ii, perhaps, in our hot and dry summers, 
the cause of more disease aud destruction 


in fruit trees than all other diseases to- 


gether, is kept from almost literally scald­ 


ing the sap, as it doe* in long naked tru n ks 
and limbs. 
T h e limbs and leaves of a tree 


ahould always effectually shade the trunk 


and keep it cool. 
T h e leaves, only, should 


have plenty of sun and lig h t; they can hear 


and profit by it. 
I f trees were suffered to 
branch out low, say w ithin one or two feet 


o f the ground, we should hear much less of 
‘fire blight,’ ‘frozen sap-hlight,’ black spots, 
and the like. 
T h e ground ia alwnys looser, 


moister, and cooler under a low branching 


tree than under a high one. 
Grass and 


weeds do not grow a hundreth part so rank 


and readily, and m ulching lecom es un­ 
necessary. 
T h e 
wind has not half the 


power to rack, and twist and break a tree 
and shake off the fruit ; a matter of no in- 


considerable consequence,— T h e trees will 
lie much longer lived and more prolific, 


beautiful and profitable. 
T h e trees are 
more easily rid o f destructive insects, the 


fruit is m uch less dam aged by falling, and 


the facilities for gathering it 
are much 


greater ; there is less danger in climbing, 


and less of breaking limbs. 
T h e trees 


require less pruning and scraping, and 


washing ; and the roots are protected from 


the plow, which is too often made to tear 
and mutilate them. 


D e c o m p o s i t i o n 
o r 
B o n k s .— I f fresh 
bones are thrown into compact heaps, and 


mixed with moist sandy loom and ashes they 
will gradually becom e heated and decom ­ 


posed. 
T h e result will lie materially hast­ 


ened, by occasionally sprinkling with urine, 


and especially by mixing with horse m an­ 


ure. 
I f the bones have been deprived of 
their animal matter they will not ferment. 


T h e presence of nitrogen is essential to 


induce and carry forward fermentation, and 
this is only found in the animalized matter 


o f the hones. 
D u rin g the decomposition of 
bones, putrefactive oders are given off, 


which occasion a loss to the m anure he ap, 


while they are an insufferable annoyance 
to the olfactories. 
T h is objection, how­ 


ever, m ay, in a good degree, be remedied, 


by covering the heap with rich decayed 


turf, peat, plaster, charcoal, 
or any other 


absorbents. 
T h e value of bones for agri­ 


culture may he inferred from the fact that 
nearly BS,BOB tons were imported into 


England in 1H48. 
T h e value o f bone* 


used for agricultural purposes in that coun­ 


try annually, isestim ated at shout *4,400,- 


BOO. 
In the U nited States they are fast 


becoming appreciated, and it will not he 


long before erevy bone iii this country will 


be carefully husbanded, and applied to the 


••'JUltimation of the crop*.
